To clear the lines of communication between staff member and staff member, manage¬ 
ment and staff, our Company and all of us, a program has been undertaken here in the 
Winnipeg branch. For two months groups have been meeting in a special room on the 
Third Floor of the Mail Order and discussing the many problems and misunderstandings 
that are bound to exist in so large an organization. These people are invited to attend 
two meetings one week apart. They come to their first meeting prepared with questions 
they are puzzled about. Sometimes these can be answered immediately, but often some 
checking must be done and they are answered at the second meeting. Members of the 
Personnel Department conduct these meetings and provide the answers. 

We hear glowing reports of the reaction to this program and it is planned that it will 
be continued and will include all members of our staff eventually, possibly within the next 
year. This will be a continuous program and participants will be invited to attend again 
as soon as the whole staff has had its first round of meetings. 

Your opportunity is coming up. Meantime you will be hearing reports from those who 
have already attended.

THE MANITOBA HEART FOUNDATION, $2,500 


This is a repeat of the donation of last 
year to help the Heart Foundation (Man¬ 
itoba Branch) achieve its objective of 
$95,000. The Manitoba Foundation is car¬ 
rying on research and wide-spread activ¬ 
ities to deal with and guard against the 
inroads of this “No. 1 Killer” among to¬ 
day’s diseases; also is in association with 
the National Heart Foundation of Canada 
that includes the Provinces all across our 
country. 

“The Pulse,” Heart Foundation maga¬ 
zine, points out that while asking a con¬ 
siderable sum from Canadians to provide 
research equipment, drugs, specialist and 


research doctors’ services, a fund of less 
than a million is small compared to these 
yearly losses that heart disease causes— 
in addition to the many deaths: 

Doctors’ bills (direct or through Medi¬ 
cal plans) 200 million dollars; income 
losses through heart illnesses, over 80 
million dollars. Much is being done, 
mainly through the help of such dona¬ 
tions as E.E.C.F., and any employee 
interested in getting informative liter¬ 
ature may obtain it through the Mani¬ 
toba Heart Foundation direct or through 
the Charitable Fund office. 


CANADIAN RED CROSS SOCIETY (Manitoba Division), $4,800 

(First Portion of 1960 Donation of $8,800) 

Your Fund increased its donation for this year by $400—the Red Cross appeal being 
for an extra five per cent across Canada due to heavy calls in the past operating year 
and the upward cost of many supplies and services in its wide-spread work in dis¬ 
asters (emergencies and day-by-day humanitarian work). We all know that, come the 
time, the Red Cross is on the spot with help of all kinds. What we don’t always realize 
is the tremendous job being done year in and year out to have medical equipment, rescue 
and salvage teams, comfort and health supplies ready, and an organization all tuned up 
and able to (as one southern general said in discussing good leadership) “Git there fust- 
est with the mostest!” 


THE MARCH OF DIMES, $2,700 

Beginning many years ago, this famous 
“March” has been undoubtedly one of 
the most successful campaigns in public 
health and medical history. Based on 
the late President Roosevelt’s discovery 
and promotion of the benefits of ther¬ 
apeutic treatment at Warm Springs, also 
on the untiring and famous example of 
Nurse (Sister) Kenny in the develop¬ 
ment of special exercising of crippled 
limbs, the March of Dimes created tre¬ 
mendous interest and over the years 
struggled with polio and its paralyzing 
results. 

Then, after many years’ research and 
progress, came the amazing creation by 


Dr. Salk of the vaccine which has proved 
to be a successful preventive treatment. 
Today the March of Dimes (conducted by 
The Society for Crippled Children and 
Adults) uses funds such as your donation 
to help not only those affected by polio¬ 
myelitis, but those crippled from birth, 
by cerebral palsy, by arthritis and multi¬ 
ple-sclerosis (two terribly potent crip¬ 
pling causes), or by accidental causes. 
Thus out of the success of the polio battle 
(though, of course, there are still always 
cases and dangers of epidemics), has 
come help for others afflicted very simi¬ 
larly. Let’s help keep up the good work. 



THE CANADIAN CANCER SOCIETY (Manitoba Division), $5,000 


Prom Mr. C. A. Campbell, president of 
the Manitoba Division of this National 
Society, comes this letter of thanks: 

“With sincere gratitude I acknowledge 
the generous contribution in support of 
our 1960 campaign. We are deeply in¬ 
debted for the continued sympathetic 
support Eatonians have given to our pro¬ 
gram of cancer control.”

Two Great New Projects 

Received Your Help 

The members of the Young Men’s Christian Association who enjoy its recreational 
and athletic facilities—junior, young men, business men’s sections, etc.—pay their way 
by membership fees. Over the more than 85 years since Winnipeg established its branch 
of the Y.M.C.A. however, many activities for the good of juvenile as well as older men 
have been developed, for which no membership revenue is obtainable. 

While these activities are supported by private donations as well as help from the 
Community Chest—in which your Fund shares—the tremendous growth of Winnipeg’s 
Metropolitan area has resulted in the need for more “Y” establishments. These are 
now located at: 

The Central “Y,” Winnipeg, now undergoing addition to provide for the increased 
work; at Elmwood-Kildonan, where a new building is being constructed—swimming 
pool and shower rooms, locker rooms, lounge and meeting rooms; at North Winnipeg to 
complete the present building with pool, locker rooms, inside and outside finishing; 
at St. James where there is a planned addition of gymnasium, locker and meeting rooms, 
swimming pool, etc. (about half the total being provided by St. James City); at St. Vital 
for swimming pool addition, meeting rooms, lounge, etc. (nearly half this capital cost 
being subscribed by St. Vital Kinsmen Club). Camp Stephens, the “Y” summer camp 
that caters to the needs of hundreds of boys yearly, also needs new buildings and 
power plant equipment. 

“Body, Mind and Spirit”—the famous three aims that make the “Y” triangle, is doing 
good work in all our Winnipeg district communities, and your Fund has pledged $15,000 
towards this work, spread over this year and the next two at $5,000 per year. The Com¬ 
pany also donated generously—a gift of $25,000 towards this project.
